THE STREETS OF MOSCOW RUN WITH BLOOD

Regular Battle Raging Reign of Terror Exists-Roar
of Machine Guns Vollcys of Infantry and
Boom of Cannon ar¢ Heard.

MILITARY SEEMS TO HAVE UPPER HAND AT PRESENT TIME

Other Rumors Say Gendarmerie and Cossacks Revolted and Refused to Fire

St, Potersburg, Dee, 24.—The situa-
tion at Moseow is exceadingly eritieal.
A regular battle is raging in the streets
of the eity and a reign of terror exists,
A telephone message just received says
the roaring of machine guns, and volleys
of the infantry and the booming of
cunnon ean ho Leard at inlervals.

The military seems to have the upper
hand, although rumors that the gen.

According to a message which is very
confused the revolutionary leaders gave
the signal for an armed rising of the
proletariat at six o'clock this evening,
but the governor, Doulmssoff, discov-
ered their plens and quickly massed
2000 troops under the walls of the
